his own Country, preventing or intercepting his 
Convoys, his Store Ships and Recruits, would 
foon have fet Bounds ta the Ambition of that 
Prince, would faon have limited his Underta- 
kings, and oblig’d him to hearken to Reafor2 
If this be anfwered, we are.at Peace with him, 
and this would be to Declare W2r. ee 
I humbly conceive fuch Gentlemen are Mi- 
ftaken ; it would be as far from a Declaration of 
War, as what we did in his behalf, was from 
Declaring againft the King of Denmark; .we 
were in a profound Peace with his Dayifh Ma- 
jefty, and yet we prevented his Supprefiing the 
Dake of Zolftein, oblig’d him to quit the Siege 
of Toningen, and by forced brought him to lye 
ftill with his Fleet, while the Swedes Landed: 
almoft under the Walls of his Capital. City, 
made him at laft fign the Treaty at Pinenbergh; 
and all this was not efteem’d a Breach of the 
Peace. 
It cannot be a Breach of the Peace to fend 2 
Fleet into the Bualtick, and fay ———,¢ Sir, 
* your Majefty has by our Affiftance, fecured 
‘ your felf from all your Enemies, and we are 
‘ willing to undertake an Honoprable Peace for 
‘ you ———— but the King of Poland is out Ally, 
* your pufhing him to Extremities ts an Injury 
* to the Publick Good, and obliges him to with. 
* draw thofe Troops which fhould be entplod'd 
¢ inthe Common Caufe, to defend himfelf a- 
* gainft you; wherefore a defire your Majefty 
t to 
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his Proteftagt Subjects, was the — piece of | 


‘ to hearken to good Terms, fuch.as are both 
‘ for your Honour and Advantage, which we 
‘ undertake to procure for you; If your Ma- 
« jefty refufes this offer, you make War not with 
¢ the King of Poland, but with us and the whole 
« Confederacy; and. we cannot fee that done, 
¢ without sean ward wherefore’ we are to 
¢ inform yeur Majefty, — 
ts Theewe pate! erntit Soldiers, Ammus 
nition and Provifion of War, to be Tranfport- 
ed, to carry on a War fo-Fatal to our Inteteft 5 
and if you will affale our Ships, you muft do it 
at your Peril; if you fire at us, we fhall take it 
for a Declaration of War againftusall. 
- @. That we cannot permit the City of Daxt- 
- ¢icktp be Opprefs'd, Tax’d, or their. Trade In- 
terrupted, being a City belonging toour Ally, 
and which we take into our Protections. 

If this were done, let any Man ask if the K, 
of Sroeden woutd not be oblig’d tamake a Peace;

It may be objegted then, you drive the King. 
of Sweden over to the French, according to what 
he has been faid to threaten already. | 

Tho’ this is fomething improbable ih its own 
Nature; yet tis more fo, in that their Interefts 
difés'3-and which is yet more’.confiderable,; it 
does notappear to me, wherein the Frenchcoutd 
be: ufefal tothe Swede, or the Sweie to: the 
French. 

Firft I pretend to fay, as the Circumftaaces 
‘of Sweden now ftand, their Intereft differs from 
theft ‘of Fr ances 

I think I dono Injuftice to the Swede, if F 
fay: that ‘his Majefty; like moft of the reft of the 
Kyngs of Europe, is ta. be fuppofed purfuing his 
own Iatereft in all things; as to the pretence of 
Religion , I believe I fhall be very. rarely 
guilty offaying, that many of them trouble their 
heads abont it, unlefs it be to help deftroy and 
fuppreG iin the World. 

*Tis true, Religion.is made the moft fpeciqus 
Pretence on all hands: The King of France va- 
kees himfelf u his Zeal for Religion, in the 
Extirpation of the Augonots out of this King- 
dom = tho’ when we come to the Detaitof that- 
Affair, .we fhall {ee perhaps, that reafon of State, 
more than Religion ,. was the Ground-plot of 
their Deftruftion, as that without which, they 
could never have laid the Foundation of their 
prefent Grandeur, and'-therefore Imuft ftill be 
eh the fame Mind as before, Thatthe Banithing 


Politicks, and the beft ftep és to bim, that ever 
tr taken in that Kingdom, but of this by it 
felf. ; 
As to the pretence of Religion, ‘tis confels’d 
all fides make ufe of it, Kings to Opprefs their 
Subjeéts, People to Rebell againft their Sove- 
= 3 Kings to obtain new Crowns, Subjeéts 
to Tranfpofe their Allegiance ;. the Hungarians, 
tho’ their Leaders are Papifts, cry out the Pro- 
teftant Religion, to heighten the Claims of their 
Declaration againft theic Ptince; the Bavarian 
joyns with the Frerich to fecure Religion ;*the 
uke of Savgy breaks off with the French to {e- 
cure Religion ; the Cardinal Primate brings in 
thé Proteftants to, fecure the Popith Religion, 
and.we all joyn with. the Roman Catholick Em- 
pefor to fecure the Proteftant Religion ; the Zu- 
theramt joyn with the Calvamft, the Calvanift 
with the Zutheran, and both with the 


Papifts 
and all to Eftablifi'd Religion. Thus God Al. 


mighty is jefted-.wits, and banter’d of alt fides, 
and Religion’s made the Foot-Ball of Princes, 
te be kick'd’ about the World as it {vits thei 
occafions ,, to glofs-over the worft-of Trea- 
fons, -Santtify the horrideft Villanies, and be a 
Cloak ‘to all the Tyrannies in the-World. 

I fhall therefore do the King of Sweden tha 
Juftice to quit him-of this piece of Rypocilf 
arid: fhalt not fo muchas pretend doy hitn, that hé 
isany way concern’d about Religion in this War, 
nor did I‘ever:bear that his .Majcfty made any. 
fuch pretence. ie 

Intereft is the Apollo of Princes, and indeed. 
all the Princes and States of Chriftendom, are 
now: Embark’d ina War for Intereft ; Libert 
ahd ‘Religion-is the Aim of a few; but Tntereh 
is the prefent Artide, This is no Religious 
War, both fides Declare it, and it has been-in 
vain that fome have pretended to make it fo. 

Now a3 to Intereft, the King-of Sweden can- 
not-think pil ning with the Freweh: They whe 
make ufe of that Notion for him, and menace:
